Experiment Lauded 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - When 
you set children to teaching 
younger children, the young 
ones learn faster and the older 
ones become sharper witted. 
The teachers gain time to 
spend with 
pupils who need 
them most. 
The principal solves his teach­ 
er shortage. 
These conclusions 
emerged 
yesterday at a news conference 
summarizing the first year of 
an experiment in education at 
Pacoima Elementary School in 
north-central Los Angeles. 
This year, 
fifth and 
sixth 
graders have tutored kindergar­ 
ten and first grade pupils. Next 
year, an grades will be in­ 
volved. 
“ Most of what kids learn 
comes from 
other kids 
any­ 
way,” said Dr. Ralph J. Mela- 
ragne, one of the project direc­ 
tors. 
“ We're 
capitalizing on 
this. 
“ One of the great needs in ed­ 
ucation is for more individual 
instruction. This is the best and 
least 
expensive 
way 
we’ve 
found of providing it. 
“ Instead of one teacher for 30 
children, we now have one for 
every five or six. The tutors are 
wrarm and close to the younger 
children, but they make them 
work.” 
The student tutors receive 
several weeks of instruction be­ 
fore they are assigned to duty. 
“ For example,” said Mela- 


ragne, “ we don’t let them say to 
the little ones, ‘You’re wrong.’ 
When mistakes are made, the 
tutors simply tell them what the 
correct answer is.” 
Judy Walsh, a teacher, said: 
“ I was worried at first that I 
would not know what the young­ 
er children were doing, but the 
| older ones do a good job of 
keeping me posted on progress. 
“ As for discipline, it couldn’t 
be better.” 
What do the children think of 
it? 
“ It’s fun,” said Kate Suda, 10, 
who takes an hour a day from 
| her fifth grade studies to tutor 
in kindergarten. 
Looking down at 5-year-old 
■ Jeffrey Harris, she said, “ He’s 
doing so much better.” 
Said Jeffrey: “ I like Kate. 
She's nice.” 
Many of Pacoima’s 1,600 stu­ 
dents—45 per cent Negro, 40 per 
cent Mexican-American, 15 per 
cent white—come from poor 
homes. Many have emotional 
and mental problems. 
“ But the program is not de­ 
signed for poor areas alone,” 
said Principal Bill Lyle. 
Lyle said selection as a tutor 
“changes the whore attitude of 
the one chosen. He’s important, 
he finds a place in the sun.” 
The younger ones benefit, too, 
he said. “ There's an under­ 
standing between children that 
is difficult for a teacher to 
achieve, especially with 30 or 
more children in the room.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
A judge who favors a strict 
interpretation of the Constitu­ 
tion has been nominated by Pre­ 
sident Richard M. Nixon to the 
U.S. District Court here. 
“ I believe the courts should 
interpret the Constitution rather 
than try’ to invade prerogatives 
of the legislatures,” Gerald S. 
Levin, a San Francisco Superior 
Court judge for 12 years, said 
after his appointment yesterday. 
Although current court decis-: 
ions have upheld application of 
the Bill of Rights to state courts 
Levin said in an interview that 
“ perhaps that wasn’t the orig­ 
inal idea — it wfas expressed 
otherwise 
when 
I 
went 
to 
school. I would be inclined to 
interpret the Constitution in the 
manner in which it was in­ 
tended.” 
“ I think it's very unfortunate 
that turmoil exists, in the cities 
and in the universities/’ Levin 
said, but he added that courts 
exist only to enforce the law 
as it stands, not change society. 
“ I'm concerned about main­ 
tenance 
of 
law 
and 
order 
throughout the United States.” 
“ It’s my opinion that judges 
should serve society in gen­ 
eral,” said Levin. He has been 
a director of the local branch 
of the American Cancer Society 
and a local and national chair­ 
man of the National Council on 
Alcoholism. 
“ I work 12 hours a day,” he 
said. “When I have work to 


do, I do it.” 
Levin is enthusiastic about as­ 
suming a seat on the federal 
bench, but “ there’ll be a lot 
of reading before I try cases/’ 
he said. In spite of the work, 
he doesn’t think the. change 
from Superior Court to District 
Court will be a difficult task. 
He was first recommended to 
former President Lyndon John­ 
son by Sen. George Murphy, 
R-Calif., but Johnson passed 
Levin over in favor of U.S. Atty. 
Cecil F. Poole, a Negro. 
Johnson 
renominated 
Poole 
after the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee failed to act on Poole’s 
nomination. 
When 
incoming 
President Nixon withdrew all of 
Johnson’s nominations, the way 
was clear for Levin.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
President of the State Board of 
Education emphasizes that a 
controversial, proposed set of 
moral guidelines for California 
public school teaching may. or 
may not, be used. 
President Howard of Long 
said yesterday the guidelines cn 
“ moral instruction” were only 
received, not approved, by the 
beard last month. 
The guidelines, recommended 
by a nine-member committee, 
questioned the United Nations, 
sex education, humanism as a 
basis for morality and anthro­ 
pologist Margaret Mead. 
“ There has been some misin­ 
terpretation about the action we 
took last month on the moral 
guidelines,” Day said. He re­ 
ported that some persons may 
believe “ we are now implement­ 
ing it. We are not." 
—The Rev. Donn Moomaw of 
Los Angeles, a board member, 
announced the names of a new 
committee to study the report 
on moral guidelines.

Three school finance measures have 
been turned down at the polls in Marin 
County this month. 


Latest rejection was of a $2,100,000 
San Rafael Elementary School District 
bond issue, voted down for the second 
time within four months. A week ear­ 
lier, voters in Fairfax and Mill Valley 
Elementary S c h o o l Districts voted 
down tax ceiling increases. 
The story is not limited to Marin. If 
a school tax or bond issue has passed 
anywhere in California this spring, wre 
have missed the report. They have 
gone down with monotonous and de­ 
pressing regularity. 


THERE ARE A COUPLE of pat ex­ 
planations: (1) The people are fed up 
to the ears with high taxes; (2) the peo­ 
ple are equally fed up with campus 
disorders, and take out on all schools 
t h e i r resentment of what has hap­ 
pened at University of California, San 
Francisco State Coilege. etc. 
Doubtless b o t h explanations are 
true, but it is doubtful that they tell 
the whole story. 
Some non-school bond issues have 
been passing. In Petaluma on the same 
day the San Rafael school bonds were 
rejected, a little issue for expanding 
p o l i c e facilities squeaked by, and a 
l a r g e r one for a new firehouse fell 
only .9 of one per cent short. 
Apparently, t h e n , mere resistance 
to rising taxes does not account for all 
the school finance turndowns. 


HOW ABOUT campus disorders? 
That they play their part is undenia­ 
ble. Many p e o p l e blame the public 


schools for turning out the violent an- 
a r c h i s t s who are wrecking the col­ 
leges. 
T h e s e people, of course, overlook 
the vast majority of graduates of the 
public schools who are not anarchists, 
not criminals, not advocates of viol­ 
ence. but instead are working hard to 
get their education. 
But there are circumstances which 
tend to c o n f i r m the belief that the 
school system is falling down on its 
share of the job of turning out good 
citizens. 
Litter on campus tends to confirm 
it. Lack of discipline, lack, of respect 
for authority tend to confirm it. And 
when school administrators glibly dis­ 
miss these matters as “beyond our 
control,” t h e confirmation becomes 
rather complete. 


OTHER THINGS, too, add to the re­ 
sistance. 
When teachers demand pay increas­ 
es far beyond the rise in the cost of 
living, and reinforce their d e m a n d s 
with threats to strike or to “inipose 
sanctions” on the school district, they 
p r o d u c e more “no” votes on school 
bonds and taxes. 
W h e n “confrontations,” “happen- 
i n g s ” and “sensitivity sessions” are 
substituted for instruction in the pre­ 
scribed disciplines, they produce more 
“no” votes. 
Taxes for police stations and fice­ 
houses hurt just as much as taxes for 
schools, But it would appear that the 
people have more confidence that the 
firemen and those m u c h -d a m ne d 
“pigs,” the police, are doing their job 
than that the schools are doing theirs.

Let’s look briefly at how not 
to do it and then at one way in 
which in a single stroke Con­ 
gress could reclaim leadership 
and power 'where it is most 
needed. 
The Fulbright resolution is 
'designed, to dilute the Presi­ 
dent's constitutional powers in 
foreign affairs and to prevent 
him from using them without 
prior consent 
by Congress, 
even when instant initiative is 
needed. 
Wrong in purpose, wrong in 
method, harmful in effect. 
T h e 
Fulbright 
resolution 
can't amend the Constitution, 
but the effect would be to cast 
doubt, in. the minds of enemy 
and ally alike, about the Presi­ 
dent’s authority to speak and 
act for the United States in 
foreign relations. 


THE REASON Congress is 
nearly impotent to do this is 
that it has not given itself the 
means — in organization, staff 
and resources — to do the job. 
A. total review of the interre­ 
lationship off foreign policy, se­ 
curity commitments and de­ 
fense spending is imperative. 
But Congress 
has simply 
never equipped itself for this 
kind of review. 
More than 20 years ago Con­ 
gress gave the e x e c u t i v e 
branch the mechanism to re­ 
late continuously total foreign 
policy to total domestic policy. 
It created the National Securi­ 
ty Council which enables the 
President to examine not just 
the pieces but the whole mosa­ 
ic of foreign and domestic poli­ 
cy as it bears on security. 
Congress has no comparable 
instrument, and this is why 
Congress loses so much initia­ 
tive to the President. It fails to 
discharge its own responsibili­ 
ties adequately.

In March, 1968. West Ger­ 
man Foreign Minister Willy 
Brandt broke a 19-year-old po­ 
litical taboo by telling Ger­ 
mans they must recognize the 
Oder-Neisse line as Germany’s 
eastern border with Poland, 
It was the first time a mem­ 
ber of the West German gov­ 
ernment h a d acknowledged 
the line which was drawn up 
by the allies fighting Hitler 
and gave large areas of east­ 
ern Germany to Poland. 
On May 17 of this year, Pol­ 
ish Communist chief Wladys- 
law Gomulka offered to sign a 
treaty 
with 
West Germany 
recognizing the 'border. 
Since that time, Polish lead­ 
ers even have been finding 
some good things to say about 
West Germany, thus raising 
limited hopes for a thaw in 
Warsaw-Bonn relations which 
currently are about the worst 
in Europe. 
In making his c a r e f u 11 y 
hedged-about offer, Gomulka 
had 
three 
m o t i v e s — 
geographic, political and eco-, 
nomic. 
Geographically, the P o l e s 
fear the rising strength of the 
West German 
republic 
and 
fear also that an eventually re­ 
united Germany will emerge 
as the dominating economic 
and political force of western 
Europe. Therefore, they want 
the border question settled as 
quickly as possible. 
The Poles definitely prefer 
Willy 
Brandt's Socialists to 
Chancellor Kurt Georg Klesta- 
ger’s Christian Democrats and 
the Germans have general el­ 
ections coming up In Septem­ 
ber.

BOTH SIDES hedge their of­ 
fers with conditions, Gomulka

Do you have a few hours a 
week to devote to volunteer 
work in Novato? 
If you do, 
Mrs. Charles 
Johnson, director of volunteers 
at Novato 'General Hospital is 
asking; you to contact her. 
The hospital now has 50 vol­ 
unteers but in July a new wing 
will be completed adding an 
additional 22 beds or doubling 
the capacity at the hospital 
and an additional 50 volunteers 
will be needed, president Mrs. 
Gerald Lombard said. 
An orientation period of 25 
hours on all three shifts with a 
volunteer is required before 
becoming a permanent volun­ 
teer working a four-hour shift. 
When the new wing is opened 
a volunteer will be at the front 
desk from 9:30 a.m. to 8:30 
p.m. Older women will be able 
to fill this need. Mrs. Johnson 
said. Mrs. Jerry Evans is vice 
president in charge of orienta­ 
tion and Mrs. Harry Lyon is 
orientation chairman. 
Mrs. Johnson interviews all 
those applying to do volunteer 
work. 
The volunteers were organ­ 
ized oYi Nov. 2. 1960 and the 
hospital opened in January 
1961. 
Lennie Johnson, who was the 
I first president of the volun- 
i teers. is the liaison between 


the volunteers and the hospital 
administration and she says 
“the first two years I nearly 
lived up there.” (the hospital.) 
It was pointed out at a re­ 
cent meeting of the California 
Hospital Association meeting 
that California hospital volun­ 
teers are more than three 
years ahead of any state as 
they are so well organized, 
Mrs. Lombard said. 
One of Novato's outstanding 
programs is the tour conduct­ 
ed for school children. In this 
way, the child is not terrified 
if he must go to the hospital 
for a tonsilectomy or is in­ 
volved in an accident. The 
youngsters are given the tour 
of the hospital and also shown 
X-rays and various functions 
of the lab. 
On special holidays, the pa­ 
tients are given favors on their 
food trays. This is under the 
chairmanship of Mr s . Ray 
Monson. As an example of her 
interest in this program, at 
Easter she made individually 
decorated eggs for each tray. 
A few years ago every group 
or organization in Novato had 
its own blood bank. In order to 
coordinate this, u n d e r the 
direction of Lennie and the 
volunteers, the Novato Com- 
m u n i t y Blood 
Bank was 
formed and now the mobile 
unit comes to the Novato Com- 


m u n 11 y House every three 
months. The volunteers help in 
this program, providing juice 
and coffee and helping to fill 
out forms. 
Until December 
they also provided cookies, but 
now the Novato Hostess Club 
provides them. 
Anyone in Novato may draw' 
on the blood bank as well as a 
relative living anywhere in the 
country. 
Novato General Hospital is a 
proprietory h o s p i t a l which 
pays taxes rather than a com­ 
munity hospital which is tax 
exempt Lennie said. The vol­ 
unteers, through the Patient 
M e m o r i a l Fund, purchase 
items for the hospital that the 
hospital would not normally 
purchase. 
The volunteers have given 
such items as radios with ear 
plugs for eye patients, equip­ 
ment to be used by heart pa­ 
tients with no charge to the 
patient and lounge chairs to be 
used by members of the fami­ 
ly of a patient who might have 
a long wait at the hospital. 
In order to raise money for 
their projects, they hold an an­ 
nual harvest ball, a gift cart 
for patients and sell baby pic­ 
tures to new mothers. The 
baby picture fund is used only 
for nursing scholarships, with 
two scholarships a w a r d e d 
each year.

There is no glory in playing for 
down one. 
Your best chance is to set up 
the clubs, and you need all of 
dummy’s entries for the pur­ 
pose. After your two rounds of 
trumps you cash the top clubs 
and ruff a club. Return to dum­ 
my with the ace of hearts and 
ruff another club. 


LAST CLUB GOOD 
Now dummy’s last club is 
good, and you can return to 
dummy by ruffing your last 
heart with dummy’s last trump. 
The ruffing trick would have 
been welcome at any time but it 
is doubly welcome wien it puts 
you in the dummy to cash the 
last dub. East gets his king of 
spades whenever he likes, but 
you discard a diamond on dum­ 
my’s last club, assuring the con­ 
tract.

D-Yreka. has warned the Cali­ 
fornia shrim p industry may be 
faced with a “ critical” shortage 
and has called for a "m eeting of 
the minds” between commercial 
fisherman and the state fish 
and game dep artm ent. 
Collier p ointed to the loss of 
the sardine and bay shrim p in- 
distries this week as being warn­ 
ings of what can hap p en to the 
California shrim p industry . 
He said the fish and game de­ 
p artm ent has also warned the 
situation could become critical 
unless action is taken immedi­ 
ately to demand that quotas be 
strictly adhered to. 
Collier said that in 1952 the 
California s h r i m p y ield was 
206.107 p ounds. In 1968 . the state 
h a r v e s t rose to 2.3 million 
p ounds. 
Howev er, Collier said, warn­ 
ings of shrim p dep letion off the 
coast was made ev ident when 
the known shrimp beds at Bode­ 
ga Bay and Fort Bragg did not 
p rov ide a y ield as they hav e 
done in the p ast. In fact, he 
said, they hav e been abandoned 
as a p rofitable commercial v en­ 
ture. 
He called for commerical fish­ 
erm en to p rotect the industry , 
"as is required of the timber, 
mining and agriculture inter­ 
ests.” 
The senator also warned that 
the Pacific crab, and with the 
adv ent of scuba div ing, the aba- 
lone, may be faced with the 
same fate.

Randolph Collier, 
D-Yreka, has warned the Cali­ 
fornia shrimp industry may be 
faced with a “critical" shortage 
and has called for a “ meeting of 
the minds” between commercial 
fisherman and the state fish 
and game department. 
Collier pointed to the loss of 
the sardine and bay shrimp in­ 
dustries this week as being warn­ 
ings of what can happen to the 
California shrimp industry. 
He said the fish and game de­ 
partment has also wrarned the 
situation could become critical 
unless action is taken irnmedi 
ately to demand that quotas be 
strictly adhered to. 
Collier said that in 1952 the 
California s h r i m p yield was 
206.107 pounds. In 1968. the state 
h a r v e s t rose to 2 3 million 
1 pounds. 
However, Collier said, warn­ 
ings of shrimp depletion off the 
coast was made evident when 
the known shrimp beds at Bode­ 
ga Bay and Fort Bragg did not 
provide a yield as they have 
done in the past. In fact, he 
said, they have been abandoned 
as a profitable commercial ven- 
! lure. 
He called for commerical fish­ 
ermen to protect the industry 
“as is required of the timber, 
| mining and agriculture inter­ 
ests.” 
The senator also warned that 
the Pacific crab, and with the 
advent of scuba diving, the aba- 
lone, may be faced with the 
same fate.

Drug Crimes Darkening Marin Police Blotters 


By LARRY D. HATFIELD 


SACRAMENTO 
- 
M a j o r 
crimes in Marin County soared 
39.2 per cent in 1968 over tne 
year before with crimes involv­ 
ing drugs accounting for a big 
chunk of the increase, according 
to the state Bureau of Criminal 
Statistics. 
The huge increase in crime 
was one of the highest in the 
state and arrests of both adults 
and juveniles made big jumps, 
figures given to the Independ­ 
ent-Journal indicated. 
Misdemeanor arrests showed 
a smaller increase, climbing by 
13.3 per cent from 1967 to 1968. 
While pointing to the steady 


climb of drug-refeated crimes in 
Marin County, Ronald H. Beat­ 
tie, chief of the bureau, at the 
same time predicted that such 
crimes would level off, in Marin 
and elsewhere in California. 
The upward curve of drug 
crimes has, in fact, flattened off 
in the first quarter of this year, 
Beattie said, but figures are not 
yet available for the second 
quarter. “ It seems to me we 
have got so high, it shouldn't go 
much higher.” 
Other than the surge in drug 
crimes, he added, there is not 
really a “ soaring crime rate” in 
the state despite what politi­ 
cians and others have said. 
“ Drugs obviously have dis­ 


torted our crime picture,” Beat­ 
tie said. “ Without drugs, there 
is a lot of change (in the crime 
rate) that is not there. What 
we've got is a soaring rate of 
crime reporting (of arrests) but 
when you take drugs out of it, 
there is no soaring crime rate 
when you look at convictions 
and sentences.” 
Adding to the i l l u s i o n of 
“ soaring” crime, he said, is 
that a lot of crimes — like hub­ 
cap stealing, petty vandalism 
and the like — are being report­ 
ed now where formerly they 
were not. 
Despite Beattie’s comments, 
which referred to the whole 
state picture, crime in Marin 


County is indeed 
soaring in j 
most major crime categories. 
The total number of crimes 
increased from 2.450 in 1967 to 
3.422 in 1968. a jump of 39.2 per 
cent. Of the state's six biggest 
counties, according to figures 
released last month, the biggest 
increase occurred in Alameda 
County which showed a gain of 
37.8 per cent. San Francisco's 
crime rate was up 23.3 per cent 
and Santa Clara 22. 
All arrests climbed from 7,242 
to 8.643, an increase of 19 per 
cent. 
The statewide 
increase 
was 5.2 per cent. 
Marin County adult felony ar­ 
rests were up by 57.8 per cent 
last year, compared to 33.1 per 


cent for Alameda, 14 4 for San 
Francisco and 15.1 for Santa 
Clara. 
Marin’s felony drug arrests 
involving adults jumped 129 per 
cent — from 160 to 366 — com­ 
pared to an average of 45.7 per 
cent for the big counties. 
Juvenile felony drug arrests 
in Marin were up 121.5 per cent, 
from 186 to 412. while the bigger 
counties showed a 112.6 per cent 
increase. 
Misdemeanor arrests for both 
adults and juveniles dropped 1.6 
per cent statewide but drug law 
violations went up 158.7 per 
cent. Misdemeanor drug arrests

preliminary studies to deter­ 
mine the cost of the alternate 
plan.

50-cent fee to visit the zoo was 
approved yesterday by the city 
Recreation and Park Commis­ 
sion.

A judge who favors a strict 
interpretation of the Constitu­ 
tion has been nominated by Pre­ 
sident Richard M. Nixon to the 
U.S. District Court here. 
“ I believe the courts should 
interpret the Constitution rather 
than try to invade prerogatives 
of the legislatures.” Gerald S. 
Levin, a San Francisco Superior 
Court judge for 12 years, said 
after his appointment yesterday. 
Although current court decis­ 
ions have upheld application of 
the Bill of Rights to state courts 
Levin said in an interview that 
“ perhaps that wasn’t the orig­ 
inal idea — it was expressed 
otherwise 
when 
I 
went 
to 
school. 1 would be inclined to 
interpret the Constitution in the 
manner in which it 
was in­ 
tended.” 
“ I think it's very unfortunate 
that turmoil exists, in the cities 
and in the universities,’’ Levin 
said, but he added that courts 
exist only to enforce the law 
as it stands, not change society. 
“ I ’m concerned about main­ 
tenance 
of 
law 
and 
order 
throughout the United States.” 
“ It’s my opinion that judges 
should serve society in gen­ 
eral,” said Levin. He has been 
a director of the local branch 
of the American Cancer Society 
and a local and national chair­ 
man of the National Council on 
Alcoholism. 
“ I work 12 hours a day,” he 
said. “ When I have work to 


do. I do it.” 
Levin is enthusiastic about as­ 
suming a seat on the federal 
bench, but “ there'll be a Tot 
of reading before I try cases,” 
he said.

She was advised by the Free­ 
doms Foundation, prior to suing 
the legion post in October 1962, 
that she was to receive the 
“Classroom Teacher Medal” for 
h e r patriotic contribution to 
youth leadership. 
Asked why It took so long for 
her to get the medal, the attrac­ 
tive blonde teacher said, “When 
the Legion found out I received 
the award, they asked the foun­ 
dation to withdraw it.” 
Then, she added, the Free­ 
doms Foundation sent a letter 
saying anybody involved in a lit­ 
igation would not receive an 
award until 30 days after the 
trial. “My trial was in 1967. 
Then I was told that it was just 
simply overlooked. The letter 
and medal arrived yesterday.”

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
state Department of Agriculture 
proposes to ban use of DDT and 
the similary DDD in household 
bug - killers 
and 
agricultural 
dusts beginning next January. 
The department will make its 
final decision after July 11, the 
deadline for protests on the pro­ 
posed ban, it was announced to­ 
day. 


Because DDT and DDD. a 
similar pesticide, “represent a 
hazard to man’s natural envir­ 
onment,” 
agriculture director 
Jerry W. Fiedler said yesterday 
their use may be sharply cur­ 
tailed starting Jan. 1. 
“There is considerable public 
and scientific concern about the 
effects of DDT and DDD. We 
know of no reliable evidence 
that these pesticides are direc­ 
tly harmful to man,” Fielder 
said, but he noted they have 
been on the department’s “in­ 
jurious materials” list since 
1963. 
This means they could be 
used in agriculture only with a 
permit. The two pesticides have 
not been regulated in the area of 
house and garden use because 
it is impractical to do so, Field­ 
er said. 
He noted that “ the University 
of California has agreed to re­ 
search and advise us,” on limit­ 
ing them further. 
A department spokesman said 
the Jan. 1 target date was set 
to permit an orderly transition 
but he predicted “a lot of peo­ 
ple won’t even know there’s 
been a change. 
“They’ll still go into the store 
and say, ‘Let me have some­ 
thing good that’ll kill aphids,’ 
and the store owner will sell it 
to them — except that, starting 
next year, it won’t contain DDT 


or DDD,” the spokesman said. 
“There are many good sub­ 
stitutes,” 
he 
said, 
“a wide 
range of other pesticides that 
could do as good a bug-killing 
job as DDT.” 
And he said the house-and- 
garden spray with DDT “ prob­ 
ably isn’t the major contribu­ 
tor” to some air and water pol­ 
lution, “but it’s a sizeable one.” 
The main difference between 
other pesticides and DDT or 
DDD is staying power. 
DDT and DDD are chlorinat­ 
ed hydrocarbons. They don’t 
break down and dissipate read­ 
ily after use while other pesti­ 
cides must be resprayed to re­ 
tain their effectiveness. 
It is DDT’s persistence which 
I has brought it much praise as 
an effective and long - lasting 
bug killer. But this same ling­ 
ering has resulted in criticism 
f r o m 
conservationists 
and

Fades A Bit

Field reported results of a 
recent public opinion poll which 
questioned 1,011 randomly se­ 
lected adults concerning their 
overall assessment of California 
as a place to live. He compared 
the answers with a similar poll 
two years ago. 
The 
percentage 
rating 
the 
slate as one of the best places 
dropped slightly—from 73 to 71 
—while those listing it as nice, 
but not outstanding, declined 
from 15 to 14 per cent. The 
about average rating increased 
from 9 to 10 and the rather 
poor percentage from 2 to 4. 
One per cent had no opinion. 
But the breakdown by regions 
showed San 
Diegoans giving 
California a best rating dropped 
from 85 per cent to 68 per cent. 
A decrease from 79 to 72 per 
cent 
occurred 
in 
the 
San 
Francisco Bay Area and a drop 
from 71 to 66 per cent was 
recorded in the Central Valley 
area. In Los Angeles, however, 
the percentage increased slight­ 
ly, from 69 to 72. 
Field said the state’s climate

feature, although the number 
mentioning

declined. 
Job 
opportunities also was listed 
less, while good recreation and 
scenery moved up to become 
the second most popular virtue.

He Recalls 


Sausalito's 
Early Days 


By ALAN JONES 


At the turn of the century, the 
s t r e e t s of sleepy Sausalito 
weren’t paved — instead, they 
were watered down with salt 
watetr from a horse-drawn tank 
wagon. 
The brine hardened the dirt 
into a solid surface and kept 
down the dust according to a 


now-retired Southern Californi­ 
an who grew up in Sausalito. 


The town had about 3.000 
people then. H a r t l a n d D. 
Goldthwaite r e c a l l e d , and 
served among other things as 
a gambling mecca for San 
Franciscans. 


“ They used to come to Sausa­ 
lito to bet on the races,” Goldth­ 
waite said, as the town was run 
with a loose tether. 
Goldthwaite, 
now of Santa 
Ana, 
is 
a 
retired 
Salvation 
Army brigadier who was com­ 
missioned 46 years ago — his 
anniversary was Tuesday. He 
spend most of his career in San 
Francisco, in the training center 
for Salvation Army officers. 
He was born in Alameda but 
crossed the San Francisco Bay 
to Sausalito in 1897 when he was 
eight years old. His father was 
chief engineer for the Sausalito 
Electric Light Co., he said, and 
wired most of the houses in 
town. 


Goldthwaite graduated from 
Old Central School (on the same 
site as today’s building), and at­ 
tended Tamalpais High School 
for two years soon after it 
opened. 
After school, he worked as a 
printer’s devil on the old Sausa­ 
lito News—for $3 a week. 


Later, he commuted by fer­ 
ry to San Francisco, where he 
was a clerk for a steamship 
line. He moved to San Fran­ 
cisco in 1912, and after an 
Army hitch during World War 
I got the call to join the Salva­ 
tion Army.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
School Finance Turndowns 
— Another Look At Why 


Three school finance measures have 
been turned down at the polls in Marin 
County this month. 


Latest rejection was of a $2,100,000 
San Rafael Elementary School District 
bond issue, voted down for the second 
time within four months. A week ear­ 
lier, voters in Fairfax and Mill Valley 
Elementary S c h o o l Districts voted 
down tax ceiling increases. 
The story is not limited to Marin. If 
a school tax or bond issue has passed 
anywhere in California this spring, we 
have missed the report. They have 
gone down with monotonous and de­ 
pressing regularity. 


THERE ARE A COUPLE of pat ex­ 
planations: (1) The people are fed up 
to the ears with high taxes; (2) the peo­ 
ple are equally fed up with campus 
disorders, and take out on all schools 
t h e i r resentment of what has hap­ 
pened at University of California, San 
Francisco State College, etc. 
Doubtless b o t h explanations are 
true, but it is doubtful that they tell 
the whole story. 
Some non-school bond issues have 
been passing. In Petaluma on the same 
day the San Rafael school bonds were 
rejected, a little issue for expanding 
p o l i c e facilities squeaked by, and a 
l a r g e r one for a new firehouse fell 
only .9 of one per cent short. 
Apparently, t h e n , mere resistance 
to rising taxes does not account for all 
the school finance turndowns. 


HOW ABOUT campus disorders? 
That they play their part is undenia­ 
ble. Many p e o p l e blame the public 


schools for turning out the violent an- 
a r c h i s t s who are wrecking the col­ 
leges. 
T h e s e people, of course, overlook 
the vast majority of graduates of the 
public schools who are not anarchists, 
not criminals, not advocates of viol­ 
ence. but instead are working hard to 
get their education. 
But there are circumstances which 
tend to c o n f i r m the belief that the 
school system is falling down on its 
share of the job of turning out good 
citizens. 
Litter on campus tends to confirm 
it. Lack of discipline, lack of respect 
for authority tend to confirm it. And 
when school administrators glibly dis­ 
miss these matters as “beyond our 
control.” t h e confirmation becomes 
rather complete. 


OTHER THINGS, too, add to the re­ 
sistance. 
When teachers demand pay increas­ 
es far beyond the rise in the cost of 
_

living, and reinforce their d e m a n d s 
with threats to strike or to “impose

sanctions” on the school district, they 
p r o d u c e more “no” votes on school 
bonds and taxes. 
W h e n “confrontations,” “happen* 
i n g s” and “sensitivity sessions” are 
substituted for instruction in the pre­ 
scribed disciplines, they produce more 
“no” votes. 
Taxes for police stations and fire- 
houses hurt just as much as taxes for 
schools. But it would appear that the 
people have more confidence that the 
firemen and those m u c h - d a m n e d 
“pigs,” the police, are doing their job 
than that the schools are doing theirs. 


Too Much Of A Good Thing 


Everyone who was in Marin last 
winter to experience the exceptionally 
heavy rains seems to agree it is possi­ 
ble to get too much of a good thing. 
Now, as a direct result of these 
r a i n s , Marinites may well be faced 
with yet another example of too much 
of a good thing. We mean grass. Grass 
is really great stuff. It binds the soil to 
hillsides, preventing erosion. Its roots 
thrust deep into the earth and help 
loosen the ground and create new top- 
soil. Green grass on h i l l s i d e s and

meadows is very pretty to look at. 
But this y e a r s rains have made 
grass jungles of some Marin hillsides. 
Last week in Inverness we f o u n d a 
stalk of grass almost eight feet tall. As 
dry summer advances, followed by dry 
autumn, this grass will become verita­ 
ble tinder waiting for a c a r e l e s s 
match, a cigarette, or firecracker to 
start a holocaust. 
The sensible thing would be to cut 
and get rid of the grass before it be­ 
comes a fire hazard. 


What Are Duties Of Citizen? 
Senators Find Them Arguable

WASHINGTON - Congress 
had good reason to set out to 
recover the initiative and pow­ 
er it has lost to activist presi­ 
dents from Franklin Roosevelt 
to Lyndon Johnson. 
But it’s going about it in the 
wrong way. 
Congress c a n ’t recapture 
power by passing resolutions 
to try to reduce the Presi­ 
dent’s power. It can recapture 
it only by exercising more effi­ 
ciently and more effectively 
the authority it possesses. 


SEN. J. W. FULEIRIGHT’S 
resolution is a vivid example 
of how not to do it. It comes at 
the very moment when Con­ 
gress has so many opportuni­ 
ties to do it right. 
Let’s look briefly at how not 
to do it and then at one way in 
which in a single stroke Con­ 
gress could reclaim leadership 
and power where it is most 
needed. 
The Fulbright resolution is 
designed to dilute the Presi­ 
dent’s constitutional powers in 
foreign affairs and to prevent 
him from using them without 
prior consent 
by Congress, 
even when instant initiative is 
needed. 
Wrong in purpose, wrong in 
method, harmful in effect. 
T h e 
Fulbright 
resolution 
can’t amend the Constitution, 
but the effect would be to cast 
doubt, in the minds of enemy 
and ally alike, about the Presi­ 
dent's authority to speak and 
act for the United States in 
foreign relations. 


BUT THINK of what Con­ 
gress could do positively in the 
whole range of defense spend­ 
ing and domestic priorities if 
it would organize itself to use 
the vast and decisive powers it 
does possess — and this with­ 
out trying to hamstring the 
President. 
Congress is now picking at 
the defense budget instead of 
appraising it as a whole. 
It is now taking hold of the 
small end of the stick — in the 
ABM dispute — instead of ex­ 


amining the whole of defense 
spending 
to see 
where 
or 
whether Safeguard fits in. 
Thus far, Congress has only 
been talking about the symp­ 
toms of the military budget, 
but at no point has it fully ex­ 
amined the causes to see what 
can and should be done. 


THE REASON Congress is 
nearly impotent to do this is 
that it has not given itself the 
means — in organization, staff 
and resources — to do the job. 
A total review of the interre­ 
lationship of foreign policy, se­ 
curity commitments and de­ 
fense spending is imperative. 
But 
Congress 
has 
simply 
never equipped itself for this 
kind of review. 
More than 20 years ago Con­ 
gress gave the e x e c u t i v e 
branch the mechanism to re­ 
late continuously total foreign 
policy to total domestic policy. 
It created the National Securi­ 
ty Council which enables the 
President to examine not just 
the pieces but the whole mosa­ 
ic of foreign and domestic poli­ 
cy as it bears on security. 
Congress has no comparable 
instrument, and this is why 
Congress loses so much initia­ 
tive to the President. It fails to 
discharge its own responsibili­ 
ties adequately. 


WHAT IS NEEDED is a 
Joint Congressional Security 
Commission 
to parallel 
the 
President’s Security Council. 
Instead of picking at particu­ 
lar w e a p o n s expenditures 
(that can come later). Con­ 
gress should be making its 
o w n 
independent 
and 
co­ 
ordinated review of (1) all for­ 
eign commitments. (2) contin- 
genciers which can develop 
from our commitments, (3) 
U.S. forces needed to meet the 
contingencies, and (4) the kind 
and amount of weapons meed- 
ed for these forces. 
When it does this, Congress 
will be exercising its power to 
perform its duty instead of 
trying to trim the President's 
power to do his.

German Border Question 


Getting New Attention

In March, 1968. West Ger­ 
man Foreign Minister Willy 
Brandt broke a 19-year-old po­ 
litical taboo by telling Ger­ 
mans they must recognize the 
Oder-Neisse line as Germany’s 
eastern border with Poland. 
It was the first time a mem­ 
ber of the West German gov­ 
ernment h a d acknowledged 
the line which was drawn up 
by the allies fighting Hitler 
and gave large areas of east­ 
ern Germany to Poland. 
On May 17 of this year, Pol­ 
ish Communist chief Wladys- 
law Gomulka offered to sign a 
treaty 
with 
West 
Germany 
recognizing the border. 
Since that time, Polish lead­ 
ers even have been finding 
some good things to say about 
West Germany, thus raising 
limited hopes for a thaw in 
Warsaw-Bonn relations which 
currently are about the worst 
in Europe. 
In making his c a r e f u 11 y 
hedged-about offer, Gomulka 
had 
three 
m o t i v e s — 
geographic, political and eco­ 
nomic. 
Geographically, the P o l e s 
fear the rising strength of the 
West German 
republic 
and 
fear also that an eventually re­ 
united Germany will emerge 
as the dominating economic 
and political force of western 
Europe. Therefore, they want 
the border question settled as 
quickly as possible. 
The Poles definitely prefer 
Willy Brandt’s Socialists to 
Chancellor Kurt Georg Kiesir.- 
ger’s Christian Democrats and 
the Germans have general el­ 
ections coming up in Septem­ 
ber. 


THE WARSAW newspaper 
Slowo Powezechne made this 
interest clear. 
Gomulka made his offer, ac­ 
cording to the newspaper, be­ 
cause “we think that the rec­ 
ognition of the Oder Neisse 
frontier represents a funda­ 
mental point of departure for 
appeasement of the German 
factor in Europe. 
“We thus wish to make it 
easier for West Germany to 
join in the peace in Eruope, 
beginning with the most ob­ 
vious realities (A word also 
used by Brandt) of modern 
times.” 
Since the Christian Demo­ 
crats have been lukewarm at 


best in thuir approach to the 
Oder Neisse question, the re­ 
mark seemed an obvious plug 
for the Socialists in the coming 
elections. 


BOTH SIDES hedge their of­ 
fers with conditions. Gomulka 
said agreement must include 
recognition of East Germany 
and German signature to the 
non-proliferation 
of 
nuclear 
weapons treaty. 
Germany declares any final 
agreement must rest upon re­ 
unification. 
Exerting 
more 
immediate 
pressure on the Poles is the 
state of their economy. Ex­ 
ports are falling and the Pol­ 
ish press and leaders complain 
openly of shoddy goods, obso­ 
lete machinery and an increas­ 
ing deficit in hard currency. 
The West Germans could 
supply both k n o w - h o w and 
money. 
Among the western allies, 
only 
France 
recognizes the 
Oder-Neisse line as perman­ 
ent. A settlement of the dis­ 
pute could go a long way to­ 
ward defusing the European 
time bomb.

Get Strange A t Budget Time 


No one envies the Marin 
County supervisors, or any 
other e l e c t e d body, the 
brain-bending they must un­ 
dergo at budget time. Once the 
finite purse is linked to the in- 
f i n i t e spending possibilities, 
the supervisors must make an 
e n d l e s s series of decisions 
about priorities. 
But from the point of view of 
some in Southern Marin, the 
b o a r d has shown a vcry 
strange sense of what is and is 
not urgent. 
The board knocked out a 
$43,000 appropriation to the 
S a u s a 1 i t o School District, 
which was sought to make up 
for taxes not received from 
public housing in Marin City. 
The county created the public 
housing, but the S a u s a 1 i t o 
schools have the burden of ed­ 
ucating the children there. 
The board also rejected ad­ 
dition of $15,000 to the Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity C o u n c i l 
b u d g e t for administrative 
costs of a proposed program 
offering free pediatric care in 
Marin City. In so doing, they 
negated an offer by five pedia­ 
tricians to donate time esti­ 
mated at $200,000 to improve 
children’s health. 
And the board authorized 
$25,000 for a bicycle trail from 
Golden Gate Bridge to Sausali- 
to. 
* 
Bicycle trails are a good 
thing, no doubt.

It was wide open 
space, uncluttered and serene. 


LITTLE DID I imagine that, 
as the years went by, I would 
be a county supervisor, with 
this as a part of the district I 
would represent.

I served as secretary- 
manager of Marvelous Marin 
and was called upon to help in 
any way possible by the man 
who managed the first subdivi­ 
sion there.

The vol­ 
unteers, through the Patient 
M e m o r i a l Fund, purchase 
items for the hospital that the 
hospital would not normally 
purchase. 
The volunteers have given

Your best chance is to set up 
the clubs, and you need all of 
dum m y’s entries for the pur­ 
pose.

During May 


Traffic and revenue for Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge were both up 
during May, with revenue in­ 
creasing by $18,000 over a year 
ago, Dale W. Luehring. general 
manager of the Golden Gate 
Bridge and Highway District, 
said today. 
In his report to the directors, 
Luehring said 
traffic during 
May increased 3.99 per cent 
over last year. The number of 
vehicles crossing the span was 
2,726.142, compared to 2,621,437 
in 1968. 
Revenue was up 4 per cent to 
$570,407. compared to $548,489 
last year. 
The highest single day was 
May 18, a Sunday, when the 
number of vehicles crossing the 
bridge was 101,246. 
L u e h r i n g said Greyhound 
commuter bus traffic was down 
significantly during May with a 
figure of 11.576 busses crossing, 
compared to 12,157 during the 
previous May. This is a de­ 
crease of 4.78 per cent. U.S. 
government passes decreased 
8.18 per cent to 55.972 crossings. 
Luehring told the directors 
there are now 46 bridge officers, 
18 less than the 64 authorized 
under two-way toll collection. 
The current number of toll- 
I takers, he said, appears to be as 
low as he can go with the one­ 
way tolls and is saving $196,706 
j annually.

Bill Russell Quitting Pro Basketball 


BOSTON (AP) - Bill Russeil 
is quitting basketball in favor 
of a Hollywood career according 
to a Boston paper, but his old 
mentor Red Auerbach says as 
far as he knows there's been no 
definite decision yet. 
Russell, one of pro basket­ 
ball's all-time greats, was re­ 
ported resigning his job as play­ 
er—coach of the National Bas­ 
ketball 
Association 
champion 
Boston Celtics. 
The

It said Russell is currently in 
Hollywood and staying at the

Russell’s supporting cast in 
the Boston line-up kept chang­ 
ing through the years , and a 


succession of great stars like

Ramsey retired, but with the 
big center as the key the team 
just replaced them with new 
faces and kept winning. 
The only playoff losses in his
